WEEDS IN ALBERTA 


According to an article in the 
February number of Conservation 
noxious weeds are increasing at. an 


alarming rate in Alberta. Of one 


hundred. farms surveyed in 1910 
three per cent. were reported as 
having wild oats and none as_ hav- 
ing stinkweed. Thirty-one per cent 
of the same farms had wild cats in 
1911 and less than five per cent. had 
stinkweed. In 1912 eighty-two per 
cent had wild oats and twenty-two 
per cent had stinkweed. In 1911 
less than five per. cent reported 
Canada thistle, while twenty-seven 
per cent report it-in 1912. Surely 
it is time for some really. serious 
work to be done toward checking 
the enormous waste caused by 
weeds,

Gn.general principles give a cow a 
full dose of physic when she will not 
thew her cud and follow the purge by 
full doses of stimulants in warm wa- 
‘ter, thin. gruel or flaxseed tea. As a 
physic a pound of epsom salts, half 
an ounce of ground ginger root and.a 
cupful of blackstrap molasses shaken 
up in three pints of warm water will 
prove effective. Four ounce doses of 
whisky along with half a ram of 
fluid extract of nux vomica will serve 
well aos a stimulant. Another good 
atimulant for cows is a mixture of 
@qual parts of aromatic spirits of am- 
monia, pure alcohol and spirits of nk 
troug ether (sweet niter). <A dose of 
this is two ounces every three or fom 
hours, well diluted with water, gruel 
et flaxseed tea. Rectal inections of 
goapy warm water are alse useful 
when a cow is affected in the waz 
Sera considered.

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I Rest For the Milk Maker. 

+ Whenever a cow has been so bred as 
fo produce milk continuously when 
fairly well fed it is better for the cow 
to feed her well and continue to milk 
her up to time of calving. But {t must 
be remembered that such cows are 
phenomenal cows and do not represent 
the common run of good (not bad) 
dairy cows. Hence, as a rule, it is 
better to allow the average cow six 
weeks’ rest between the milking pe 
riod'and the freshening.

Moose Jaw, Sask., March 9.— 
Speaking before the Canadian club 
today, J. H. Grisdale of the Dom- 
inion experimental farm, Ottawa, 
said that the new varicty of wheat 
which had been perfected, known 
as Prelude, was 10 or 15 days earl- 
ier than Marquis, and of just as 
good quality, being superior to red |, 
Fife and a fairly heavy cropper, 
although not quite so heavy a fielder 
as Marquis. Marquis wheat had 
meant the extension of the wheat 
line seven hundred miles north of 
the international boundary, and 
introduction of Prelude would make 
a further extension of three hun- 
dred miles. Cerealists are now 
paying attention to barley, and _ it 
was hoped soon to send ‘samples to 
the best farmers.
